{HE main defign of H——s and his Sub- 
orners, is to charge the Mifcarriage 
“of the Scots Colony upon their own 
Country, to clear fome Gentlemen that

Hall, trom having any hand init, and to evince the 
neceflity of thofe Proclamations. publifh’d againft 
the Scots in the Weft- Indies, fo as no Perfon or Par- 
ty in England may feem juftly chargeable with the 


ruin of ‘that Colony ; a certain. Evidence that. the 


Crime. is.very black, and that they are put to a 
miferable fhift, when thofe Gentlemen are at fuch 
expence of Contrivance and Pains to wipe off the 


| imputation, and fo ready to fall in with any Tool 
| that they think can aflift them in fo doing. 


Enough has, been faid already to demonftrate 


_ that the evidence of fuch an infamous Perfon as 
| 4f{——s, and fo circumftantiated, would not be 
admitted in any Court of Judicature in Europe, 
_ efpecially againfé fuch an honourable Society as 


the Company of Scotland for trading to. Africa and 


_ the Indies, which confifts of -the. very flower of

ftrious Birth, Quality and Merit init, than any 
trading Company that ever yet was erected in the 
World. The Directors particularly, whom H—s 
an an his Mafters have condemned to the Halter, 
5 46, are moft of them Perfons of that Quality, 
E fate; Worth, and untainted Honor, as the Ac- 
cufation of no one particular Perfon, tho of never 
fo good Repute, could in juftice or decency be ad- 
mitted againit them, and: much lefs ghe ‘tgalicious 
Calumnies of a Renegado. 

But to. fet this mater in a clearer ie hte Virkere. 
as we have only H-—-s’s own word for what he 
afferts in vindication of his Friends and Suborners 3 
we fhall demonftrate againft him and them too 
from undeniable matter of Fact, that fome Peo- 
ple in England are juftly chargeable with the ruin 
of that Colony.

~” Nor can it be denied but this. continued Thread 
ie of Oppofition from the Court of England, mutt 
eo needs hinder the Subfcriptions of a great many in

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To this we may iad sthek the Kingdom of Scotland 
have not yet forgot the difconrting of the Marquifs 
Of Tiweddale (who was known to be an able Statef. 
man, and atrué Patriot to his Country) becaufe 
of his touching that At, when he had the Honor 
to reprefent his Majefty on the Throne. | 

Nor was it the leaff of our Misfortunes, that we 
Joft fuch an able and faithful Minifter of State as 
Secretary Yoba/ton, and that too upon the account 
of his affection to his Country in this matter. We 
are very well fatisfied that his Majefty, who ad- 
vane’d him to that Poft for his Merit, and was fo 
well fatished with his ability and care, would 
fearcely have parted with a Minifter of that Gen. 
tleman’s FaithfulnefS and Penetration, but by the 
Intrigues of forme People at Conrt. 

Before we proceed any further with the Narra. 
tive of the Oppolition made to us, we fhall obviate 
One Objection which fome Perfons may. poffibly 
make, viz. That all we have faid hitherto ts no- 
thing to the ptrpofe, becanfe it does not tegatd 
our Colony, but the Company. Towhich we re- 
ply: 1. Phat this is fo far from being an Excufe 
to our Oppofers, that it highly ageravates out 
Charge againft them, as being a plain demon{tra- 
tion, that they wererefolv’d to obftru& our Tradé ie 
in every refpeét, and whatever it thould be, with- hs 
Out any exception., 2.

ing the Birth. But we thall come clofer to the 
Point ina little'time, and refume the tliredd of 
Our Narrative after one or two Obfervations upon 
what We have faid already, viz. :

But to come diredtly to the Narrative of the 
Oppofition made to our Colony. It is well enough a 
known that the Kingdom of Scotland, as many other 
Parts of Europe, hath fuffered much for three or 
four years pait by. bad Harvefts, . which rendred 
them uncapable of providing Bread for their Peo- 
ple at home, and much more of fending Supplies 
to their Infant Colony abroad: This was very 
manifelt to fome People about White-hall, and 
care was taken we fhould have none, for opr 
Mony from England, tho that Nation could have 
{par’d it, and perhaps we might have pleaded it as 
our merit, when in Parliament we voted his Majefty 
a Standing Army, upon his Royal Word that it 
was necefiary, tho we had more need to have fav'd 
the Mony to have bought Bread for thoufands of 
our People that were ftarving . for want, .af- 
forded us the melancholy profpect of dying by 
foals in our Streets, and have left behind them a 
reigning 


reigning Contagion , eae hath fwept away 
multitudes more, and God knows where it may 
end, 

Tho our Country was reduced to this deplorable 
{ftate, that a generous Enemy would have fhew’d us 
-compaffion, yet the malice of our Court Adver- 
faries did not reft here, nor with having follow’d 
us into Holland and Germany, but purfues us into 

America; and with angry Proclamations forbids 
the Subjects there, on pain of his Majefty’s Dif- 
pleafure, to afford any manner of affiftance to 
the Scots at Darien: So that weare ftarv’d at home 
and abroad by our Enemies at Court, who having 
by this means difpoffefs’d us of our Colony at 
Darien, and knowing that the good People of 
England had reafon to cry fhame upon them, 
and might perhaps take their own time to re- 
fent this inhuman Treatment of their Neighbours 
in Scotland; therefore they found it necellary to 
fupprefs a Book wrote in defence of the Scots Set- 
tlement, and to hire a Scots Renegado Surgeon to 
_varnifh over the matter, and to reprefent his 
| Countrymen as Knaves and Fools, that fo they 
~might fall unpitied. 

To return again to the Oppofition made us in 
| America: It is not enough that we are ftarv’d out 
of Darien, but when we come from thence, and 
| fo leave what the Proclamations fuppofe to be the 
} Dominions of their Allies, yet we muft not be fup- 
plied in the Englifh Plantations, nor have Provifions 
) Jn exchange for our effects, tho our Men be dying 
) for want, on pain of incurring the Difpleafure of 
y the Court; and therefore thofe who are willing to 
} relieve us, muft put their Inventions on the rack 
j to find out a way to do that with fafety, which 
} common Humanity, and much more Chriftianity, 
} obliges them todo toa Turk ora Jew in the like 
j circumftances, Bao t Nay 
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Nay farther, tho notwithftanding our diftrefS at 
home, we make fhifc to fend a Convoy to our Co- 
jony abroad, becaufe our future ‘hopes depended 
fo much upon it, they fhall not have leave to putin 
toany Englifh Port to refit, refrefh, or ftay for any 
of their company that may be feparated from them 
by ftorm; and yet our Friends who were fo in- 
{trumental in obtaining and publifhing thofe Pro- 
clamations, muit bribe a Renegado to declare to 
the World in print, that they were no way ac- 
ceflary to the Blood of his Country-men that were 
ftarved to death at Darien, | 

It will appear plain that the Ruin of the Colony 
is chargeable on the Proclamations, if we confider 


the Confternation that muft needs be among them 


when they faw themfelves condemned, as hav- 
ing invaded the Dominions of his Majefty’s Allies ; 
fo that they had all the reafon in the world to think 
that they were not only precluded from all poffi-. « 
bility of having any further fupply or afliftance. ’ 
from home, but in danger of being attackd by his 
Fleet, as they that advis'd the emitting of thofe 
Proclamations muft needs think his Majefty was 
oblig’d in Honour and Juftice to order, if he was 
of opinion that the Scots had broken the Alliance 
betwixt him and Spain. Let any reafonable man 
conlider what Anguifh and Perplexity thefe Con- 
fiderations, join’d to their pinching Wants and o- 
ther Circumftances, muit occafion in the minds of 
thofe poor men, and whether it might not give a 
handle to thofe of them that were unwilling to 
itay, to mutiny again{ft the reft, and put all into.

 Condué as to have fent away.a great part of their 
—— Mento Famaica, or any of the Englifh Plantations, 
where they might have fublifted till. the arrival 
of a Convoy from Scotland and fo with thofe Pro- 
- vifions that were fufficient to carry them as far as 
New-York, and 4 great deal further if they had not 
been retarded by Tempefts, might have maintain’d 
a competent number of their Men to keep pofleflion 
of the Colony till Supplies had arriv’d: but the 
Proclamations difabled them from taking this Me- 
thod, and by confequence are chargeable with the 
ruinof the Colony. 
In thenext place it ig undeniable that thofe Pro- 
-clamations muft needs have incouraged the Spani- 
ards and other Enemies in their Oppolition againit 
our Colony, and animated them to go on with their 
| Preparations to dtiveusout. Sothat had they de- 
 ferted upon no other account but the noife of the 
great Preparations making againft them by the 
Spaniards at Carthagena, Porto-bello, &c. as Sir Wit. 
| lam Beefton feem'd to infinnate in his Letter; it 
- wnakes the Proclamations directly chargeable with 
} the Ruin of the Colony, fince they had good rea- 
} fontoremove from thence when their own Prince 
had forbid all Commerce with them, and when I 
‘their Enemies were making formidable Prepare ee | 
tions againft them. | | 
| It is likewife plain that thofe Proclamations mvuft : 
 neceflarily prevent their having any Supplies frouy 
the Dutch at Curaffaw, if they had any to {pare: 
| for fince the Influence of ours and the D.tch Coure

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have the fame influence in reference to our Colony,

We have likewife all the reafon in the world to 


_ conclude, that the Influence of thofe Proclama- 
tions might hinder the Natives from giving our 


Colony thofe Supplies that it was in their power to 
have done ; for there’s no doubt but they had in- 
formation of ’em induftrioufly fent them by fome of 
our Adverfaries, when Capt. Long was fo malici- 
ous as to endeavour at our firft arrival to poffefs 
them with an opinion that. we were nothing but 


Pirats, and that the K. of Great Britain would dif- 


own us ; and indeed by the event it would feem he 
had Inftru@ions fo todo. It is truethat at firft 
the Natives feeing our Men have a Competency of 
all forts of Provifions, might not believe his Re- 
port; but they muft needs have been confirm’d in 
the truth of it afterwards, when they faw them 


dying for want, and deceiv’d as to their Expecta-- 


tion of further Supplies; and upon that account 
might think they had fufficient ground to withdraw 
their Affiftance from them, and not further pro- 
voke the Spaniards in favour of a People that they 
found were not able to do any thing for themfelves, 
and by confequence uncapable to protect them, 


which was the thing they were to exped from 
their Alliance. 


Having thus made it evident that the Oppofition 


our Company met with from Court at firft, and 
the Proclamations iffued againft our Colony at 
lait, are juftly to be reputed among the principal 
Caufes of the Mifcarriage of that Defign, we come 
mthe next place to confider his Majefty’s Anfwer 
tothe Addrefs of the Commons of England on that 
Read, and the Proclamations iffied out againft us 
in his Name in the Weft Fadies.

We are forry that’ Ain ats fhould have been 
any occafion for fuch an ungrateful piece of work ; 
but think it a Duty incumbent upon us, and what 
WE Owe to the Conftitution of our Country, which 
we have reafon to believe is induftrioully conceal’d 
from his Majefty, to write freely on this head, that 
aha may fee what juft caufe we have to com- 
plain. 

His Majefty’s Anfwer, That he bad been ill ferv'd 
wn Scotland, ec. js fuch, as our Anceftors (if we 
may believe our Hiftorians) would have thought 
inconfiftent with the Truft répofed in a King of 
Scots, a manifeft Reflection upon the Juftice and Fi- 
delity of the Nation, and a difcovery of their 
Arcana Imperii to thofe that were quarrelling with 
them. We are not to fuppofe that his Majefty 
would give an Anfwer to an Addrefs of this impor- 
tance without Counfel: If he confulted with our 
Dutch or Englifh Oppofers, it was the fame as if 
he had confulted our profefs’d Enemies; if he con-' 
falted with Scotsemen, and was advis’d to this An- 
{wer by any of them, they are Traitors to their 
Country, and have betray’d its Soveraignty: for 
they ought to have advis’d him to anfwer, that as 
King of Scots he was not to give an account to the 
Englifh for any thing tranfacted in that Kingdom ; 
but if they found themfelves any ways ageriev’d, 
or thought their Trade endanger’d by the Scots A&, 
he fhould be willing to have the matter debated 
and adjufted by Commiffioners of both Nations, 
as became the Common Father of both. This 
could not juftly have been look’d upon by the Eng- 
liJa asa refractory or ftubborn An{wer,. but muft 
have been imputed to his bravenefs of: Temper, 
and fidelity tohis Truft. But at once to give up 
the Soveraignty of Scotland, without demurring 
upon it, argues that his Majelty was advis’d

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making a Truce with the Englifh without their Con- 


to this Anfwer by Enemies to the Scotib Nation. 
Our Parliaments have originally a greater Power 
than that of England , for what the States of Scot- 
land offer’d to the touch of the Scepter, their Kings 
had no power to refufe; or if they did, the Re- 
folves of the States had the force of a Law‘ not- 
withftanding. ‘Thus our Reformation was eftab- 
lifhed in 1560. by an Act of the States ; and. tho. 
out Queen Adary then in France, and her Husband 
the Daupbin, afterwards France I. refiis’d to give 
their confent, it remain’d a firm Law; Which 
Q. Mary, when fhe return’d to Scotland, was fo far 
from offering to difpenfe with, tho fhe was4 great 
Afierter of her Prerogative, that fhe was oblig’d 
to intreat ot the States fo far to difpenfe with it 
themfelves, as to fuffer her to have Mafs in her own 

Family. We might go further back to the Reign 

of Robert Il. who was check’d by the States for — 


fent, it not being then in the power of our Kings 
either to make Peace or War without the States. 
But the truth of that Maxim laid down by our 
Hiftorian, That the fupreme Power of the Govern- 
ment of Scotland is in the States, 1s fo obvious to 
every one that reads our Hiltory, that it cannot 
be denied; and hence it is that our old Acts of 
Parliament are often call’d the Ads of the States, 
and fay, The three States enatk, XC. for by our o- 
riginal Conftitution the King 1s none of the States, 
but only Dux belli, and Minister publicus; which 
was well underftood by our Viceroy the E. of AdLor- 
ton, andthe other Deputies from the States of Scot- 
Jand, when they acquainted Q, Elizabeth in their © 
Memorial, That the Scots created their Kings on that 
condition, that they might, when they faw caufe, di- 
vet them of that Power which they receiv’d from the 
People, which we have now reailerted in making 
our 


) | (in) 
our Crown forfeitable by the Claim of Right at 
the laft Revolution; and perhaps that’s none of the 
leaft Caufes why our Ruin is now endeavour’d by 
the Abettors of a growing Prerogative. 
+» It were eafy for us to enlarge onthis, and to fhew 
. from our Hiftories and A&ts of Parliaments, that 
| our Kings, according to our antient Conftitution 
(which thofe Rapes committed on our Liberties in 
{ome of the laft Reigns can never overturn) were 
inferior to their Parliaments, who inthron’d and 
dethron’d them as they faw caufe, made them at- 
countable for their Adminiftration, allow’d them 
no power of proroguing them without their own 
confent, nor of hindering their meeting when 
the ardua Regni negotia requir?d it. They could 
not make Peace or War without them, nor fo much 
as difpofe of their Caftles, but by their confent. 
_ Their Councils were chofen and {worn in Parlia- 
ment, and punifhable by the States: Nor had they 
* any Revenue, but what their Parliaments allow’d 
them. Thefe and many more were the native Li- 
_ berties of the People ot Scotland, as may be feenin 
our Hiftories, the Adts of all the Yames’s, the Pro- 
teltation of the States of Scotland in 1638. and 
their Reprefentation of their Proceedings againft 
the Miftakes in the King’s Declaration in 1640. 
And therefore his Majefty had no reafon to fay 
| he was ill ferv’d by the pafling of an Aétoffer’d by 
the States of Scotland. 7 
_ The Ignorance of thofe things hath often occa- 
fion’d our being mifreprefented by the Englifh Hi- 
{forians, and other Writers, as Rebels, and what 
not, when we really acted according to our own 
| fundamental Laws. And not only they, but even 
our own Princes fince the Union of the Crowns, 
have either been kept ignorant of our Conftitu- 
| tion, or fo incens’d againft it by the Abettors of 
ab shai ED | Tyranny, 
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Pe Grew), 
Tyranny, that they have all of ’em, his prefent 
Majeity excepted, endeavour’d our Overthrow, 
as well knowing it to be impoffible to bring Arbi- 
trary Government to perfection, whilft a People 
whohad always breath’d ina free Air, and call’d 
their Princes to an account when they invaded their 
Properties, were in any condition to defend them- 
felves, or aflift others againft fuch Princes as de- 
iigwd an abfolute Sway. But the Pill being too 
bitter to be fwallowed by it felf, there was a necef- 
{ity of taking Prieftcraft into the Compofition. 
and to gild it over with the {pecious pretext of 
bringing the Scots to an Uniformity in Religion. 
The Court knew that this would arm the Zealots a- 
gainft us, and that it could never be effected with- 
out theruin of our Kingdom, whofe Religion was 
fo interwoven with our Civil Conftitution, that 
there was no overturning of the one, without fub- 


verting the other. This will appear plain to thofe - 


that know, that befides the SanStion of Aas of 


“Parliament, the Church of Scotland is defended by 


a full Reprefentative of the Clergy and Laity of 
the Kingdom cal?d a General Aflembly (which 
preferves us from being Prieft-ridden, as our Par- 


liaments do from being Prince-ridden) where the: 


King by Law had no negative Voice, no more 
than he formerly had in our Parliaments. This in 
effect is the Reprefentative of the Nation as Chri- 
itians, as the Parliaments are our Reprefentatives 
as Men; and as to the Laity, many of them are 
the fame ‘individual perfons that fit in Parliament. 
So that thofe Aflemblies being a fecond Barrier a- 
bout our Liberties, it was thought fit torun down 
che Conftitution of our Church, as not futed with 
Monarchy. The Cafe being thus, we dare refer 
it to the thoughts of our neighbouring Nation, 
who have gallantly from time to time ftood yet

their own Liberties, whether it were not more ge- 
nerous for them to unite with us than to fuffer us 

to be opprefs’d and enflav’d. - 
here’s nothing can be objected. to this, but that 
all thefe glorious Privileges were fwallow’d up by 
thofe Acts of Parliament that exalted the Prero- 
gative to fuch a height in the Reign of K. Charles Ui. 
To which weanfwer, That the. Privileges of a 
Nation cannot be giv’n away without their own

ver give any commiflion tothofe that reprefented 
them, to give away thofe Liberties, Slavery is 
repugnant to human Nature; fothat it cannot be

before, or that when they find it applied to ano- 
ther ufe than that which they gave it for, they may 
not reduce it to its antient Boundary. The necef> 
fity of Affairs did fometimes oblige the Romans to

We cannot 
once fuffer it to enter into our thoughts, that he 
who dares to out-brave Death 'in the Field a thou-

—allother things of that fort we muft needs charge

As to that pofitive Sentence of our having acted | 
contrary to the Peace betwixt his Majefty and his if 
Allies, we have all the Reafonin the World to iH 
complain of it. Is our Kingdom then become fo Ht 
mean and contemptible, that what is tranfatted iB 
according to the Aéts of our Parliaments, and Pa- i , 
tents of our Kings, is liable to be annull’d, or de- nT 
clared illegal, by any Perfon that has the hap to be & 
made an Englifh Secretary of State, Governor of ae 
one of their American Plantations, or a Member AY

of their Council of Trade? If it be fo, his Ma- 
jelty’s Dignity, as King of Scots, is well defended in 
the mean time, when it is liable thus to be tram- 
pled upon by his own Servants as King of England. 
This does indeed verify what has been faid, that 
our Kings fince the Union leave their Anti- 
ent Kingdom to the difpofal of their Ser- 
vants: but: whether this'be agreeable to the Co- 
ronation Oaths of our Kings, let them determine 
that are concern’d to enquire ; and perhaps it may 
be worth the confideration of our Neighbours, 
whether fince we have been govern’d by Servants, 
they have not for the moft part been fubject to Mini- 
ons, and that the one does naturally pave the way 
for the other. So that they are no great gainers 
by the Bargain. 

If it be anfwer’d, that the Proclamations are 
iffued by his Majefty’s Authority, and that there- 
fore our Sentence proceeds from his Bar :

Newburn, And at laft the beft of the Nobility and 
Gentry of England thought fit to put a ftop to 
thofe dangerous Proceedings, and follow’d his Ma- 
jefty with a Proteftation againft them, as well 
knowing, that if Scotland were once fubdued, the 
Liberties of England could not be long liv’d. 

That it is the Intereft of England now to prevent 
the Ruin of Scotland, as much as it was then, will 
appear by the following Arguments. 

1. That the prefent Juncture of Affairs makes it 
neceflary for the Kingdom of England rather to 
ftrengthen themfelves by making new Friends 
than by procuring new Enemies. They are not 
ignorant that they have a controverted Title to 
their Crown entail’d upon them, and that the Pre- 
cenders againft thofe in poffeffion are in the French 
Intereft, and under their Protection. Nor -can 
they be ignorant, that to the old National Hatred 
betwixt France and England, the French. have added 
that of the Proteftant Religion. Of late. years 
they have declared them{elves the moft implacable 
Enemies of it; and their King in all his Triumphs 
has that afcrib’d to him as his greateft Exploit, that 
he hath quelled the Monster of Herely. ARG cafe 
| cing 
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being thus, it muft needs be againft the Intereit of 
England to faffer any froward and head ftrong Facti- 
onto embroil them with Scotland, or to ruin that 


‘Kingdom; the Confequence of which will be the 


-expofing themfelves as aneafier Prey to the Con- 


ueft of the French or any other Enemy. 
That the French had a hand in fomenting our 
late Civil Wars, and made ufeof their Firebrands 


in all Parties, is beyond difpute; and that it is 


now more their Intereft to divide us than ever, ts 
fo palpable that it cannot be denied. Nothing in 
human probability could have ftop’d the impetuous 
Current of their Arms, but the Interpofition of 
Great Britain ; and theretore it concerns them, both 
in point of Intereft and Revenge, to dafh us again{e 


oneanother: and if the ill Ufage that we meet 


with from the Court of Zagland fhould force us a- 


gain into a French or other Alliance, the World 
cafinot blame us; fince the Laws of Nature and 
Nations are forus, Putthe cafe thata {maller num- 
ber ef Chriftians fhould beunjuftly attack’d by a 
greater, whom nothing will fatisfy but the utter 
Ruin of the former: Could any man in confcience 


—blamethe weaker Party to call in the Affiftance of 


ews and Pagans to preferve their own Lives? Is 
jt not the fame cafe with the Scots ? have they not 
ever fince the Union of the Crowns been oppreffed 
and tyranniz’d over by a Faction in England, who 
will neither admit of an Union of the Nations, 
not leave the’ Scots in polleffion of their own Privi- 
leges, as Men arid ‘Chriftians ? Was it not a Party 
in England that impos’d upon us firft in Matters of 
Religion? Did ‘we fend firft to oblige them to fub- 
mit to the Geneva Difciplin, as they call it 5 or was 
it they that firft impofed their Ceremonies and 
Forms of Prayer upon us? Was it we who firil in- 
vaded them withan Army to fubvert their Civiland 
ootit, : Reli- 
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Religious Liberties, or did not they firft invade us ? 
Was it we who firft made Aéts againft their Trade, 
or they who made Acts deftrudtive of ours? Did 
we iflue Proclamations againft their Colonies, or 
have they done fo by ours? In the name of God 
then let them declare what they would have us to 
do. They will not unite with us, nor fuffer us 
to live by our felves: Nor muft we have any fhare 
of their Trade, or carry ona Trade by our felves, 
Is it not plain then that the Faction opprefS us? 
and yet we muft not complainof this fort of Treat- 
mient. 

2. If the ftateof Affairs in Ireland be confider’d, 
it will appear to be fuch, as may make it dange- 
rous to fuffer the Scots to be opprefled and pro- 
vok’d in this manner. It is well enough known 
that the People of Ireland are not very well pleas’d 
with their Treatment by fome in England. This, 
together with the great numbers of Scots in the 
North of that Kingdom, who bear a natural Af- 
fection to their Country, and would be very uneafy 
to fee its Ruin, may prove of dangerous confe- 
quence, incafeof a Rupturewith Scotland. 

3. It will further appear to be the Intereft of 
England not to fuffer the Scots to be fo much run 


down, if they confider the pofture of their own 


Affairs at home. The Divifions and Animofi- 
ties betwixt the feveral Parties in England are 
well enough known: So that befides the fport 
it would afford to the common Enemy of our Re- 
ligion and Country, to fee thofe two Nations en- 
gaged in War, the Enemies of the prefent Go- 
vernment would be fure to improve it, and watch 
for an opportunity to avenge themfelves for what 
has been done againft the late K. Yames, and his. 


‘Friends, It is well enough known what hopes

Differences that this Nietltwent of the Scots may 
probably occafion; and as they have an irrecon- 
_ Cilable Hatred again{ft our Nation, becaufe we de- 
— Clar’d fo generally againft the late King, and are 
fo zealous for his prefent Majefty, there’s no doubt 
but they will foment our Divifions as much as they 
can, and infinuate themfelves with both Parties, in 
order to fet them together by the Ears. They 
Know that fo many as fall in England of thofe wha 
adhere to the prefent Conftitution, and fo man: 
as fall in Scotland for fupporting the Trade and Free- 
dom of their Country, fo many Enemies they are 
rid of; therefore there’s no queftion but they pro- 
_ mife themfelves a plentiful fifhing in fuch troubled 
_ Waters, 
‘Tt likewife deferves the confideration of our 
Neighbours, that they don’t ftand at prefent in 
_ very good Terms asto Matter of Trade with France, 
Folland, and Flanders , nor is it well known what 
the Iffue of the prefent Controverfy with Spain 
about regulating their Succeflion may be.. The im- 
pending differences betwixt the Northern Crowns 
may perhaps ina little time imbroil them with one 
orotherof them, and affect their Trade alfo on 
that fide. All which being confider’d, it would 
| feem to be the Intereft of England, to aflure them- 
| felves of the Friendfhip of the Scots, by treating 
them in a kind and neighbourly manner. 
. 4. It will appear in particular not to. be the 
| Intereft of the Diflenters and fober Churchmen, 
} that the Scots fhould be thus run down, becaufe 
j their own Ruin. will. be the unavoidable Confe- 
quence of it. This they may foon be convine’d of 
if they will give themfelves leave to confider how 
they were treated in K. Charles the Firft’s time, 
when the Court did {well with fo much Rage againft 
the Kingdom of Scotland for alerting their Liber-

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ties then, as they do now. All thofe Church of Eng-

II. to plunder the Welt of Scotland, firit by Sir 
ames Turner, which gave rife to the Infurrection 
at Pentland ; andtwice afterwards by the Aighland 
Hoft, which occafion’d that of Bothwel-Bridg : 
And afterwards the Oppreflion run fo high, thatit 
forc’d fome of the Presbyterians into unaccounta- 
ble Actions, which gave occafion to opprefs the 
whole Party ; fothat it was made punifhable. by 
Death for any of their Minifters to preach, or for 
the People to hear them. From this indeed, we 
were totally delivered by the Revolution, tho our 
freedom in that. refpect was partly begun by the 
late King fames’s Declaration.

When Charles II. got 
his Prerogative exalted, and an Army at his Call ) 
allow’d him in Scotland, it’stoo late to be forgotten | 
' how he trod under foot the Liberties of England, 
feiz’d the Charters of their Cities, cut off whom 
he would by Sham-Plots, and pav’d the way for 
Popery and Arbitrary Power.. When K. Fames Il. 
did by his abfolute Power and unaccountable Au- 
thority cafs and annul all the Laws eftablifhing the 
Reformation in Scotland, it was not long e’re he fuf- 
pended the Laws, imprifon’d the Bifhops, and fill’d 
with Papifts his Council, Army, and Univerfities in 
England. From all which it is evident that our 
Neighbours have reafon to look to themfelves when 
we are opprefs’d 3 for in all probability their Ads 
of Parliament will not be long regarded, when ours 
are annull’d and: made void by the Intrigues of the 
Courtiers, and Wejt-India Proclamations. The 
‘very Advocats of Tyranny make ufe of this as

England have a mind to fit ftill, and ice us bereft .

of it, all the benefit they can expect from it, is to 
have the Privilege of being devour’d lalt. 
The reft of his Banter upon his native Country 
ferves only to leflen his own credit,and to make even 
thofe that fet him at work, curfe him in thought, 
not only asa Monfter in nature, but as difhoneit to *. 
them, by depriving them thus of the benefit of his ®& 
Evidence, for which they have paid him fo well, = = 
fince no body in the world can think a man will & 
have any regard to Truth, that in fuch an impudent ® 
manner breaks thro all the Ties of Nature; and & 
asa juft Judgment for fo enormous a Crime, is fo i 
far depriv’d of his reafoning Faculty, that he isnot PS 
fenfible of his cutting hisown Throat, by contra- 
dicing himfelf almoft inevery Paragraph. He up- 
braids us in one Page with not having dar’d to de- 
fcend into the Plains, and that thofe gallant Men 
our Anceftors durit not aflemble for Worfhip, be- 
fore the Union, except in a Houfe whofe Wall was 
twelve or 14 foot thick, or to whifper their Pray- 
ersor Carrols thro the Cliffs of the Mountains: In 
the next Page he tells us he has no Inclination ta 
offer any thing in oppofition to the Gallantry of our 
Anceftors; and in fome Pages following he imper- 
tinently ridicules the Valour of our Country in the 
story 
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Story of Baliol, which he perverts in fuch a manner; 
as no man but himfelf is capable of. 

We don’t think it worth while to anfwer him ac- 
cording to his Folly, but fhall once forall let him 
know, that the moft invective of the Englifh Hilto- 
rians, thac wrote in the heat of the War, do us 
more Juftice than this unnatural Renegado. There’s 
no Nation in Europe,where we have not given proofs 
of our Valour, nor isthere a Court in Chriftendom 
where Scots-men are not valued on that account. 
Sam. Daniel, one of the beft of the Englifh Hifto- | 
rians, owns that never any People of the World 
did more gallantly defend their Liberties than we 
did in that very inftance of Baliol, when we were 
without a Head; and from thence infers, what 
was it wecould not have done, had we been then 
under the conduc of fuch a Leader as K. Robert 
Bruce. Speed, one of the gravelt of the Engli/h

We could eafily give a proper Reply to theim-

We fhall conclude this point with one Obfervation 
more upon H——s’s Ignorance and Malice, in de- 
nying that the Scots expell’d Baliol from the Crown, 
when fuch anoble Monument of the truthof it, 
as the original Letter of the States of Scotland, is 
{till to be feen in the Univerfity of Oxford, and 
exemplify’d by Dr. Burnet now Bifhop of Sarum, 
in his Hiftory of the Reformation ; and fince it is 
alfo plain that our Anceftors chofe Robert Bruce King 
during Baliol’s Life-time, and that Baliol at laft re- 
fign’d all his Pretenfions, confefs’d his Fault in fub- 
jecting the Crown of Scotland to that of England, 
own'd that he was defervedly thruft from the 
Throne for it, congratulated his Kinfman Robert 
Bruce’s Advancement, and that he had reitor’d the 
Crown of Scotland to its antient Honour, 

We take no notice of his profane and atheifti- 
cal Banter upon the Religion of our Country, as 
being fatisfied that that will do his Caufe no good 
amongit thinking men, tho it may pleafe thofe 
that he isonly fit to converfe with. As for his ma- 
licious charge on Presbyterians, that they maintain 
it as their Principle, That Dominion is founded on 
Grace; it’s of a piece with the reft of his Evi- 
dence. He and his Suborners will be very hard 


put to it to quote one of their Authors to prove 


the Affertion, and therefore they may well rejeé& 
it asa flander: but we mult tell him that if this be

‘two vaft Oceans, which renders it more convenient than any 
ather for being the common Store-houfe of the infearchable 
and immenfe Treafures of the {paciaus South Seas, the door 
of Commerce to China and Japan, and the Emportum and 
Staple for the Trade of both Indies. 


And now by virtue of the before-mentioned Powers to us 
iven, We do here fettle, and in the name of GOD efta- 
bpp Our Selves : and in Honour and for the Memory 
of that moft Antient and Renowned Name of our Mother 
Kingdom, We do, and wih from hence-forward call this 
Country by the Name of Caledonia 5 and our felves, Suc- 
cefforsy and Affociates, by the name of Caledonians. 
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And futable vo the Weight and greatnefs of the Truft 
repofed, and the valuable Opportunity now in our hands, be- 
ing firmly refolved to communicate and difpofe thereof in the 
moft juft and equal manner for increafing the Dominions and 
Subjects of the King Our Soveraign Lord, the Honour and 
Wealth of our Country, as well as the benefit and advan- 
tage of thofe who now are, or may hereafter be concerned 
with us: We do hereby declare, That all manner of Peo- 
ple foever, fhall from hence-forward be equally free and alike 
capable of the {aid Properties, Privileges, Proteflions, Im- 
munities, and Rights of Government granted unto us > ana 
the Merchants and Merchants Ships of all Nations, may 
freely come to and trade with us, without being liable in 
their Perfons, Goods or Effetts, to any manner of Capture, 
Confi{cation, Seizure, Forfeiture, Attachment, Arreft, Rer 
ftraint or Probibition, for or by reafon of any Embargo, 
breach of the Peace, Letters 4 Mark, or Reprizals, De- 
claration of War with any foreign Prince, Potentate or 

State, or upon any other account or pretence whatfoever. 


And we do hereby net only grant and concede, and de- 


clare a general and equal freedom of Government amd 
Trade to thofe of all Nations, who prall hereafter be of, 
or concerned with us 3 but alfo a full and free Liberty of 
Confcvence in matter of Religion, fo as the Same be not nn- 
derftood to allow, connive at or indulge the blafpheming of 
God’s holy Name, or any of bis Divine Attributes , or of 
the unhallowing or prophaning the Sabbath Day. 

And finally, as the beft and fureft means to render any 
Government Juccefsful, durable, and happy, it fall (by the 
help of Almighty God be ever our conftant and chiefcff 
care that all our further Conftitutions, Laws, and Ordinan- 
ces, be confonant and agreeable to the Holy Scripture, right 
Reafon, and the Examples of the wife and jufteft Nations, 
that from the Truth and Righteoufnefs thereof we may rea- 
Jonably hope for and expett the Blegings of Profperity ‘and

Certainly the Work here begun is the moft ripened, dige[- 
ted, and the beft founded, as to Privileges, Place, Time, 
and other like Advantages, that was ever yet begun in 
any part of the trading World. We arrived upon this. Coaft 
the firft, and took poffefion the third of November: Our 
Situation is about two Leagues to the Southward of Gol- 
den-Ifland (by the Spaniards ‘called Guarda ) im ong of 
the beft and moft defenceable Harbours perhaps in the World, 
The Country 1s healthful to a wonder, infomuch that! our 
own Sick, which were many when we arrived, are now 
generally cured. The Country is exceeding fertil, and the | 
Weather temperate; The Country where we are fettled, 
is dry, and rifing ground, Hills but not high ana on the 
fides, and quite to the tops, three, four or five foot good fat 
Mould, not a Rock or Stone to be feen, We have:but 
eight or nine Leagues to a River, where Boats may go ito 
the South-Sea. The Natives for fifty Leagues on. esther 
fide are inintire friendfbip and corre{pondence with us; 
‘and if we will be at the pains, we can gain thofe at the 
greateft diftance, For our Neighbour Indians are willing to 
be the joyful Adeffengers of our Settlement, and good dif: 
pofition to their Country-men, s to the innate Riches 
of the Country, upon the firft information, I akways believa 
ed it to be very great , but now find it goes beyond all that 
ever I thought, or conceited in that matter, ; 
- The Spaniards, a5 we can underftand, are very much ° 
furprized and alaru’d, and the more that it comes as a 
Thimder-clap upon them having hadno notice of us, until — 
three days after our arrrival, We have written to the 
Prefident of Panama, giving bim account of our good and 
peaceable Intentions , aga to procure a good alka? 
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ad Correfpondence’, and if that is not condefcended to, 
+ are ready for what elfe he pleafes. If Merchants 
puld once erett Fattories here, this place will foon become 
e beft and fureft Mart in all America, both for In-land 
‘a. Over-land Trade, We want here Sloops and Coafting 
effels 5 for want of which, and by reafon we have all 
inds at work in fortifying and futing our felves ( which 
now pretty well over ) we have had but little Trade as 
5 moft of our Goods unfold, We are here a thoufand 
1 hundred Men, and expett Supplies every day. We 
deve been exceeding unhappy in lofing two Minifters wha 
yume with us from Scotland, and if New-England could 
pply us ia that, it would be a great and lafting Obliga- 
Oi. .

fore they had reafon to demand and expect it, ef- 
pecially he being a Scots-man: yet the Pompeny 
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dealt very kindly with him on that account; and 
fo much the more, that they confider’d his being 
a Refidenter in Holland, where he was liable both 
to the Englifh and Dutch Court, to whofe account 
the Libelier muft alfo charge this Affront, and the 
Lofs we fuftain’d at Amfterdam. 

What he fays of our Seamen, p. 27, 28. isa 
manifeft untruth. They were immediately paid, 
extreamly well fatisfied ; and we had fuch choice 
of able Seamen who were willing to go in the 
Expedition, that we turn’d «feveral afhoar after 
they had embargqu’d, as having no occafion for 
them. As to his Reflection on Mr. Robert Black- 
wood for pinching them of their Wages, and p. 
46. for cheating them as to their Provifions; that 
Gentleman is now at London, where we leave H--s 
and him to account for it. We doubt not but 
Mr. Blackwood may have Juftice done him in We/t- 
minfter-ball if he thinks fit to fue for it; but 
fo much we think our felves oblig’d to fay in his 
Vindication during his abfence, that he was never 
charg’d with any fuch thing by the Company. 

- His next Reflections on the Transfer, p. 209. 
by which he would impofe on the World as if it 
had been a Trick of the Company to cheat the 
Seamen of their Wages, are fo much the lefs to be 
credited, that he himfelf is a Party, and com- 
menc’d the Suit he talks of in Doctors Commons 3 
which tho that Court may perhaps have determin’d 
in his favour, becanfe the Bargain was made with 
him in London, and thofe that made it were on the 
Spot, and for other Caufes beft known to them- 
felves, it is nothing at all to the matterin hand;

Asto theLandmen, whom he will alfo have to 
be impos'd upon, they knew what they had to relic

tion of Planters, without asking leave of the Pri- 
vy Council, admitting it to betrue, they are not 
at allto be blam’d for it, fince they had no reafon 
to think that the Faction at Court, which had con- 
traven’d Ads of Parliament by oppofing their 
Subfcriptions, and denying them the Men of War 
built for the protection of our Trade, would al. 
low them to levy Souldiers under that Name. But 
the truth of the matter is this, they were really 
defign’d for Planters, and not at all for Military 
BufinefS ; tho it was highly neceflary the Colony 
fhould have as many Officers and difciplin’d Men 
as they could, that they might be the more able to 
defend themielves in cafe of Attaque: and there- 
fore his railing againft the Colony for offering to 
punifh Deferters and other’Criminals, pag. 31. on- 
ly difcovers his own ignorance and malice; for by 
the Act of Parliament they had the whole Power, 
Civil and Military, conferr’d upon them, and ac- 
cordingly might exercife their Power upon all Per- 
fons belonging to the Company as they faw canfe; 
fo that this is again a libelling. of the Act of 
Parliament thro the Company’s fides. : 

His Reprefentation of the feven Men chofen for 
Counfellors, page 34. is falfe and malicious to the 
highelt degree.

-Manufcript is more particular than his Book, whatever | 

~ Caufe he hath fince had to make any Alterations in it we 
-know not. The Company upon the whole, finding that 
he'could inform them of no'thing confiderable more than 
what was in the Manufcript, and that ke could do them & 
no great Service, left him at his Liberty to publifh his 
Book when he pleas’d, gave him about 100 /. firft and laft 
for his Pains and Expence, -with which he was very hag 
: atis- 
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farisfied, and Hath declared feveral times fince that the 
Company dealt very honourably with him, tho Mr. H——s 
took a great deal of painsto make him publifh a Memoire 
to the contrary,which by his honeft Friend Mr.Fitz Gerald's 
Advice he defifted frcm doing.As to theLibeller’s malicious 
Infinuation that they had no further Service for him when 
once he had difcovered’ the place where the Nicaragua- 
Wood grew, It isabfolurely talfe, for the Manufcript they 
had was very particular in thar. This Mr. afer knows 
to be rrue,and if he have but a juft refentment,he is equal- 
ly concern’d to vindicate himfelf; for, the Libeller reflects 
as much upon him as upon the Company, when he charges 
him with putting a Cheat upon them, as to. their Nicaragua- 
Wood, P.44. which H- s {ays he and others went in 
{earch of for feveral Miles along the Coaft,, bur could find 
none; and yet he magnifies /Vafer’s Freedom, and being 
ingenious by informing them {fo particularly,as to the place 
where the Nicaragua-I¥iod grew, P. 41. So perpewally 
does this malicious Libeller contradict himfelf. As 
to the other parts of his Story of Mr. Wafers being con- 
ceal'd near Haddington, and afterwards at Edinburgh 5, ic 
was no more than what Prudence would have directed any 
Men to do in the like Circumftances: the Company not 
knowing rill after having difcours’d him whether he could , 
do them any Service or not; it was not their Wifdom to 
expofe him to publick View; and having found that he 
could not ferve them, it was equally prudent in them to 
keep him at an uncertainty as to their defign ; they being 
under no obligation to acquaint him with ir. As to. the 
Story of Admiral Bembo’s waiting their motion; if they

~ Hetells us, P.45, “ That two thirds of the Provifion 
were {pent e’re the Fleer fail’d, that there was none to be 
“ had in Scotland atthattime, and ifthere had, there was 
no Moncey ; the rococo /, being funk, and the Com- 
pany’s Credit not worth 2d. and that they had ftuck 
there, had it not been for fome few Pillars of the Scots 
* Company who morteae’d their Eftates ; for which the 
Company made over three of their Ships to them for 
their Security. 

That there was no Provifions to be had then in Scot- 
land, will readily be allow’d him, is fufficient to anfwer 
all his malicious Clamour againft the Company, and co 
confure his own Objection, P. 155, in defence of his Ma- 
Iters, againft the Company, for not fending them Provi- 
fions. That there wasno Money, and that the Company's 
Credit was nor worth 2d. is confuted by himfelf, when he 
owns thar a few of the Pillars rais’d 5o000/. and 
took three of the Company’s Ships for Security. For that 
a few of the Pillars could raife 5000 /, and the Company 
have three new Ships, one of them of 70 Guns to give 
for Security 5 and yer the Company’s Credit not to be 
worth 2d. is a palpable Contradiction. 

That any of the Company Mortgaged their Eftates to 
raife Money, is falfe ; they advanc’d it on their own Cre- 
dit, as they might well do, it being well known there are 
feveral of them who have as much yearly Eftate as the

Ships in {ecurity, but only a Bond which it was reafonable 


they fhould have. ees 
He comes next to give us an Account of the fhortnefs 
of the Provifions, P. 46. and of his own Honefty in the 
mean time, in not acquainting the Commadore with it till 
they were three days at Sea; perhaps he had em- 
bezel’d them himfelf, or Pocketed fome of the Moncy, 
for he owns that he had fome time before been concerned 
inthe Victualling part, and therefore dard not to fay any 
thing of it on Shore, left it might have been prov’d upon 
him ; burt however that is, this we are fure of, that the 
Company had Lerters from their Ships at the Maderas, ae: 
H Al Icy 
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they had Twelve Months Provifions of all forts, at fharp 
Allowance, and that if any thing fell fhort, ic was likely 
to be their Bread: That they thought this to be true, may 
be reafonably concluded from his own Narrative, where 
he fays the Council, upon his Reprefentation, defign’d to 
fend an Exprefs from the Orkweys,to acquaint the Company 
with the fhortnefs of their Provifions, which to be fure 
they would have done, had they been {enfible that they 
were fo fhort as he alledges: Befides, he owns they had 
full Eleven Menths Allowance of Stock-fith ar four Days 
in the Week ; whence it is probable that they had other 
things in proportion. 

The. Reafon why they had no more Beer but Ten Tun, 
was thatthe Seamen could not depend on the Beer be- 
caufe it {poils, they had great {tore of very good Water, | 
and a very great quantity of Brandy which the Libeller 
takes no notice of, As for the Company's promifing 
them Credit at the Maderas, it is falfe ; nor-was there any 
need of it, they had Pipe Staves and other Goods, which 
were thought proper for the Maderas, but if it did not 
anfwer fo well as twas expected, ‘twas but the common 4 
Misfortune of Merchants, who many times meet with / 
fuch difappointments. Nor is it to be expected that a. 
Nation of fo little Experience in Trade as ours, fhould at 
firft ferting out, be free from Miftakes or Mifmanagement, 
efpecially fince we have fuch Invective Enemies to deal 
with,who makeit their bufinefs ro get ill Men amongft us 
every where, on purpofe to break our Defign, 

His next Reflection is on the {mall Allowance of Rea- 
dy Money, which is fufficiently anfwer'd when we tell him 
their Cargo was reckon’dinftead of it,andas has been alrea- 
dy faid, muft needs be cenceiv’d to be very proper for a 
Country where People go naked for want of Apparel. 
They had a great deal of Butter, and excellent Beef, of 
Scots Breed, by which we gain'd an Experiment contrary 
to the common Notion ; for upon trial it was found to be 
better ‘than the Irith, and therefore our Men tefolvd to 
keep it lait. His Obje@tion-as touts having been Eightcen 
Months in-Salt is frivolous. Seamen think nothing of 
that, when they can carry Beefto the Eaf? Indies and back 
again, and keep ir good all the while. His Charge upon 
Drummelier as haying boyght damnihed Wheat i ih 
¢ ; ; x : ? evs rea “F 
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Bread, and put the Money in his Poket, is malicious and 
falfe: There’s no Man but one of the Renegadoes ‘Lem- 
per that can fufpect that Worthy Gentleman to be capable 
of any fuch thing, Befides, the Bread was extraordinary 
good. 

His Story, 'p. 50. about Crab-Ijland, is falfe ; the Com- 
pany gave no pofitive Orders to leave any Men there, and. 
-- atsequally falfe thar the Danes prevented our taking Poflef 
fion of it, our Men were there before the Danes came 
from St. Thomas, the Governour of which fufpecting our 
Defign, upon the arrival of the Unicorn there, fent an 
Officer and Fifteen Men to Affert the King of Denmark's 
Right, after our Men went off from the Place,they faw the 
DanithSloop in another Bay of the fame Ifland call’ dFrench- 
Man’s Bay, and a Tent afhore with Danith Colours onit 5 
upon which Captain Pennicook Landed again, told’ them 
we were Poffefled before them, againft which they offer'd 
their Proteft to pleafe the Court of Denmark, but wifhd 
with all their Hearts we might fettle there, for we fhould 
be a good Bulwark to them againft the Spaniards of Por- 
to-Rico, who are very troublefome Neighbours. 

Iris falfe what he fays p. 54. That Captain dudreas, 
after looking upon us at firft Landing, did:not come near 
usin three or four Weeks, for he came aboard us at firft 
with fome of his Men on the 2d of November, and brought 
his Travelling Wife with him on the 3d of November, when 
he came on Board again, and was very well fatisfied with 
us; andon the roth of the fame Month, he and his Son, 


Wifeand Sifter, Din’d on Board us. And on the 3oth of 


November he was invited on Board, handfomly ‘Treated, 
and after having given a Rational Vindication of himfelf, 
as to the Matter fuggefted againft him by the other Darzen 
Captains or Princes ; and being inform’d of our real De- 
fign, which before he fufpected to be Piracy, he defird a 
Commiffion from us,which wasreadily Granted and cheer- 
fully Accepted; and he folemnly promis'd to Defend us 
to the laft drop of his Blood, That his.Commiilion was 
left behind him in the Locker of the Round-Houfe, cram'd 
in amongit empty Botrles, we have nothing bur this Re-

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Perfon of his Note,could creep into the Round-Houfe un- 
difcover’d : and perhaps it may be no. unreafonable Con- 
jecture, to think that it was ftole from him, and lodg’d 
there by this Rencgado ; for he owns that ir was himfelf 
that found it, and he knows the Proverb, He that hides

His Story about Andreas’s Exit, P.60. That he fell, or 
was thrown down the Main Hatch-way of theC.sledonia in * 
the Night time, after a Quarrel with Ambrofio, the great- 
eft of thofe Indian Caprains,has fuch an Air of Malice and 
Falfhcod, that it requires better Evidence than that of a 
fclfcontradicting Libeller, before it can obtain belief with 
any Rational Man, or allowing it to be true, that he was © 
actually tumbled down the Hacch-way in the Night time, 
it looks more like the Practice of fuch a Quarrelfome ill 
naturd Perfon as himfelf, thanof any Body elfe. They 
that know’ his Behaviour to his ewn Captain, when he 
was Surgeon on Beard one cf the King’s Ships, his quar- 
relling with Captain Permicook, Commadore of our Ships 
that went to Darien, and the whole Tenor of his Conver-. 
fation, cannot think this any uncharitable Reflection. His 
unnatural Rancor againft his Native Country, and un-  / 
bounded Malice againft the Scots Company, make it pro- 
bable enough that he might do fuch a thing on purpofe to 
tender tle Natives Enemies to the Colony, which he de- 
ferted himfelf aboura Month after: And this is fo much 
the mote probable, becaufe he exclaims againft thofe on 
Board, for not taking care of Andress, nor letting him

| Since, you may know by the enclofed Fournal or Diary of our Pro- 
ceedings. 

We now fend you our Letters and Difpatches by Mr. Alex- 
ander Hamilton Merchant, who takes the opportunity of pap- 
ang to you by the way of Jamaica aver England, to whom we 
defire you would order Forty Shillings Sterling to be paid Weekly, 
towards his Expences, during the time he fhall ftay with you 
negotiating our Affairs. 

The Wealth, Fruitfulnef, Health and good Situation of the 
Country proves for the better, much above our greateft Expetta- 
tion, which God Almighty feems to have wonderfully referu'd 
for this Occafion, and now to have prepar'd our Way, and dif- 
pofed the Indies to that purpofe. In our Paffage hither feve- 
ral of our Number have been taken from us by Death (whofe 
Names we have herewith fent you) and whereof the lofS of. our 
rwo, Minifters the moft fenfible to us. We therefore intreat 
jou would ufe your utmoft endeavours with the General Affembdy, 
for procuring others so fupply that great want : As to the Coun- 
try, we find it very healthful ; for although we arrivd here in 
the Rainy Seafon, from which we had little or no fhelter for fe- 
veral Weeks together, and many Sick among us,, yet they are. fo 
far recover d,and in fo good aState of Health as could hardly any 
where be expected among fuch a number of Men together; nor 
know we any thing here of thofe feveral danyerous and mortal Di- 
ftempers fo prevalent in the Englifh.and cther American I(lands, 
In Fruitfulnefs this Country feems not to give place to any in 
the World: For we have feen feveral of the Fruits, as Cocoa- 
Nuts, whereof Chocolate « made, Bonellos, Sugat-Canes, 
Maize, Oranges, Plantains, Mangoe, Yams, and fevers] 
others, all of them of the beft of their kind any where found. 

Nay there 1s hardly a Spor of Ground here but what may be 
cultivated : For even upon the very tops and fides of the Hills 
and Mountains,there 1 commonly three or four foot deep of rich 
Earth,

To rhe Caufes he affigns for the Sailing of our Fleer 
without a greater quantity of Provifions, we thal! add one 


|| more, viz. That we had reafon to fear that our Enemies 


might prevent us ; which Captain Long's being on thofe 
Coafts a Month before us, fhews was not without Ground 
no more than our Sufpicion, that endeavours were ufed 
co furprize us intoa War with the Spaniards, by Long's 
Men killing feven of them, as hath been already men- 
tion’d ; and of his doing all he could to make us odious 
to the Natives; by telling them we were Pirates, and 
difobliging both Ambrofio and Diego, by fordid little Acti- 
ons of his own, as Captain Pennicook gave us an Accoun 
in his Journal. A Grave Member of the Committee of 
Trade can give a more full Account of this, if he 
pleafes ; and when his hand is in, he would do well to 
affien usa Reafon why that barbarous Murder committed 
by Long’s Men, was never yet taken notice of by the Spa- 
niards, fince they have publifhed fuch angty Memorials 
againft us, who committed no Hoftilities upon them, — 

His Objection to the third and fourth Reafon relating 
to the Honefty of our Defign, andthe Cargoes not being 
paceunre have anfwer'd already. As for that of our Goods 

eing feizable in Yamaica and othet Englifh Plantations, 
by the Act of Navigarion, it’s one of the Hardfhips we 
juftly complain of, that was put upon us by the Ene- 
mies of our Nation in Charles II’s Reign. But allowing 
it to be reafonable, it cannot have fo much Equity in it, as 
the Laws which make it punifhable by Death, to Roband 
Murder. Yet the Execution of thofe are many times 
difpenc’d with in favour of Criminals, by his Majetty ; 
and indeed a Power to difpence with the Execution of 
Law fometimes, to fave the Life of a Subject, is one of 
the moft Innocent Branches of the Prerogative ; but we 
had much more reafon to have expected a Difpenfation in 
this Cafe, to fave the Lives of fo many of his Subjects, 
who had generoufly venter’d them for himielf. 

His owning, p.148.and 154. That a Cargo of Provi- 
fions brought by two Famaica Sloops, was bought by the 
Colony, befides as many Turtle as came to 100 and odd 


Pounds. for which’he owns the Colony paid ‘em; not only 
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contradicts what he fays: imei in: the fame breath, That 
there was neither Money no: Moneys: worth tobe had in. ope Co- 
fony ; and that they laid out: all their: Stock of Ready Mo- 
ney for Wine. at “Maderas,'p. 4%. but may, together with 
their having both Provifions and Money when they came 
to New York, juftly confirm our:Sufpicion; that there was 

a Mifmanagement of the Provifions; - fince two Sloop’s 
Gases of -Provifion, 27 Pipes of Wine, roo Pounds worth 
of ‘Furtle,: the Fith Plantains, Bonanoes, Potatoes, Indian 
Corn, Sojouts, or Land Crabs, which he {ays were plen- 
tiful at firft‘. added to their former Provifions which they 
own d they had at the Maderas; together with the ide- 
creafe of their Number of Men by Death was not enough 
to. keep their Colony from ftarving for Nine Months. We 
have ftill che more reafon to fufpect this, becaufe the Let- 
cer from New York, which brought us the firft certain Ac- 
count of the Difafter of our Colony, hinted:as if there 
might be fome Work for the Hangman. ‘That there were 
more ill Men in the Colony than H sis probable e- 
nough: and particularly that Pennicook was brib’d to raife 
Divifions in the Colony, and put all in diforder by his In- 
folence :, which. falling in. with the Proclamations. that 
were concerted for our Deftruction, gave a handle to o- 
ther ill Men to foment the Divifions, and: compleat the 
Ruin of the Colony by a total Defertion. 

. His Infinuation; P..154, That two Famaica Sloops with 
Provifions . return °d from the Colony without breaking 
bulk, becaufe there was neither: Money nor Market 
Goods there ;_deferves’betrer Evidence than his own be- 
fore it obtain; Gredit. We have indeed heard of one Vel- 
fel with Provifions,. which infifted on fuch extravagant 
Rates, that the Colony would not incourage them to do 
the like in time to come; and therefore would not deal 
with them: hoping thar their own Cony oy might {peedily 
come up; but this was before they knew any thing of the 


: Ploclamation, which cut off all. their ferure hopes, evn 


from Sogrlahay We have alfo Letters from» New York, that 
ihe: Government of that*Place feem‘d to intend: them aro 
good; of which their defiring .our Ships to come and 
Anchor under the Guns of rhe Ce uftle, is\a clear Proof ; 

and the reafon.of this unkind Treatment is alfo explain’ d 
tous, viz. That they fulpected our: Men had a defign.to 
rerurh back « as ope as bey gor Provificns, Nay, we 


_ have 
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have: had advice, that their Gold Duft was actually"refus'd 
at Famaica, becaufle’ of the Proclamations which we have 
reafon enough to believe 7 fince we cannot think that the 
Inhabitants there would be willing to incurr the height of 
His Majefty’s’ Difpleafure°to oblige the Scots. That our 
Men had Gold Duft from: the Natives for Powder, Shot, 
and. {peckled Shifts: the Libeller owns himfelf, P. 149, 
and there: he brags of it, that he brought of more him- 
felf at 3/105. per Ounce, (how ‘he came by it, is worth 
the inquiry) than. moft of the’ Councellors that are come 
home fince ;» and by Letters from New York, we have 
heard there was Money amoneft them: By all which ’tis 
evident, That want of Money ‘or Goods was not the fole 
Caufe of their being denied Provifions from the Englith 
‘Plantations, His Infinuation, that the Freach and Dutch 
{flands would have fupplied us if we had had Money or 
Goods, is ridiculous ; when the Government of both thofe 
Nations had fo exprefly declared themfelves againft us. 
His Allegation in that fame Page, that His Majefty 
knew nothing of the Colonies Settlement at Darien, but 
what he had at fecond hand, @&c. till the Spanifh Ambaffa- 
dur told him from his Mafter, is fo notorioufly falfe, that 
none but a Perfon of his Forchead could have advanced it, 
when the World knows that the Proclamation again& us 
wos publith’d in the 7/?-Indies in April, and the Spanith 
‘Memorial was not deliver'd till May following. We fhould 
indeed be very glad to find that His Majelty knew no- 
thing of thofe Proclamations ; and that his Name wasmade 
ufe of without his Confent; as forme {ay his Grandfathers 
‘was in the Irith Maffacre: for then we might reafonably 
expect fpeedy Juftice upon thofe bold Offenders, who 
‘dar’d to publith fuch Proclamations in His Majefty’s Name, 
wherein we are condemned ;_ as having invaded the Spa- 
-nifh Dominions before ever it was heard: what we could 
fay for our felves,. or without giving us any notice of thofe 
Proclamations, that we might have taken care to have pre- 
ferv'd out Men from being ftary’d to death by them: By 
swhich they hayewnade our Prince to act more like our de- 
_tclared Enemy; than’ one thar we had conftantly lov’d and 
trever’d.as Vather of his Country: and that which is yet 
“More. cutting; "they: {till prevail to miflead him, fo as he 
‘continues hismhnatural Oppofition'to us: For befides the 
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‘Proclamations formerly mentioned, another has been tince 
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publifh’d againft us in Barbadoes, dated Sept. 15, which is 
fo much the more unaccountable; confidering the Memo- 
tial given in by our Prefident and Advocate, juftifying our 
Pretenfions which the Spaniards have never yet offered to 
anfwer. By means of this Proclamation, the St. Andrew 
was denied Relief when fhe fell in with Admirel Bembo, 
who told her, tho they fhould all ftarve he could allow 
them none, and the like anfwer they had from the Gover- 
nor of Jamaica, tho they offer’d Goods in Exchange; the 
like Oppofition isalfo continued againft us at home; for tho 
the Company haye addrefs’d His Majefty, yet ‘tis without 
cect. After a full Reprefentation of their Loffes, they did 
wifely and dutifully defire the Parliament might meet, that 
being the propereft way to have the finking Honour of the 
Company {upported ; but His Majefty inftead of grant 
ing their reafonable defires, was prevail’d upon by thofe 
who are Enemies to our Country, to prorogue it further 
at the very time when they knew the Addrefs was coming 
up, and all the Anfwer thought fir to give them, is, That 


Hs Majefty & forry for the lofs of his Ancient Kingdom and of 


the Company, that they fhall have the fame liberty to trade to 
the Welt-Indies as formerly ; and that he will call the Par- 
Jiament when he thinks the good of the Nation requires it, 
or tothat effect. It may eafily be judged, that this Abn. 
fwer could be no way fatisfactory tothe Company in fuc/a 
Juncture: nor are we to wonder, if inftead of cheering their 
‘Spirits, it ftruck them dumb,and fill'd them with Amaze- 
‘ment. We with that thofe who adyife His Majefty to fuch 
a Conduct towards the People of Scotland, who have ne- 
wer been backward in teftifying their Loyalty and Affecti- 
on to his Perfon and Government 3 would confider that 
this is a downright Violation of our Confticution. It's 
certain that none are fo proper to give his Majefty advice, 
when a Parliament eit ke as our own Nobility Gen- 
ury and Burrowghs,who are moft of them concern d in our 
Company : and therefore their Addrefs ought to haye been 
more regarded than the advice of any particular Perfons. 
This falfeMethod of Governmenthath ruin'd many of our 
Princes, and we wih that thofe who put his Majefty upon 
fuch Meafures,may nothave his ruin in profpect. Ir is certain 
they can be none of his Friends,who put him upon dif- 
obliging of the whole Kingdom of Scotland in this manner. 
~ We come next to the Libeller'’s Defence of the ea
